the Town. The next Day by the admirable Fee 
Command of Prince Rupert, a Battery was: raiſed: apainſt 4 
Stone Wall on the South ſide of the Town ; 1 which finiſhed, 
the Prince' ſent a Summons; but a Satisfaftory Anſwer; not 
being returned in the time prefixed! he cauſed the Battery

Church or Hoſpital. It cannot be ſaid whether for the tum 
ours better attempted it, or they defended themſelves; bt 
am confident' we loſt three for one in the Aſſault; the numbe 
lain on both ſides being about 300, amongſt whom of Gif 
Collonel St. George and ſome Officers lay dead in the Breact: 
After the taking this Place, the Army reſted four or five Days. 
The Lord Loughborongh was made Governour,' Collonel Ap- 
pleyard Lieutenant Governour ; who with Collonel Page, atid 
Major Bridges were made Knights for their Valour and Con- 
duct in this Action. During our ſtay the Breaches were re- 


paired, and in regard of the largeneſs of the Line, a Deſign was

in this Conjunction Darbj had been but ſummoned, Sir Toby Gel 
would have rendred it; but Prince Rupert would not do it, ot 
of this Punctilio of Honour, that if he had ſent a Summons he 
was obliged (if the other had repulſed) to beſiege it. As the 
gaining of this place made the King and His Army terrible,

ed to the Importunity of thoſe who poſſibly covered their private 
Deſigns under the Care of preſerving the Duke of York, the 
Council, Magazine, and all the fair Ladies at Oxford; who 
likewiſe had too violent Apprehenſions of their Dangers, and

Sir 
John Cheeſely role up lay ing his hand on his Sword, and prote- 
ſting that he would rather join with Cromwell tian with them, 
and ſo went away to take up his own Charge. At length the 
Differences being ſomewhat appeaſed by the Preſence and In- 
fluence of Argyle, they apply themſelves to the King for His 
Concurrence in advancing their Levies; and to this end get 
Him to ſign Letters to all the Counties, commanding them to 
obey the Orders of the Committee.

But at the worſt in relation 
to His Malkssr, when I confi der the long continued Series of 
Oppoſit tion to His late MajzsTy by this Party; that two Years = 
ſince it was again ſet up by Cromwell to ſuppreſs the Engagers; 
that many of them voted againſt any more Addreſſes to His 
Majzstr, and the Levy of an Army; that they have votod 
away moſt of His Servants; kept none of the Articles of the 
Treaty; and not admitted any Engliſh to ſeivc:in! their Arhiys 
(no not Maſſy and Graves,. Men of their own! Principles in 
Religion; ) and laſtly, being beaten, and not able tomake any 
Head Rs frond, 8 wit not take 1 in any to alliſt chan 
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Ie « cannot * Fi cola that FE intend His MAJjzsry 
ſhall either riſe or periſh with them; or ar the beſt to give Crom- 
well Aſſurance not to aſſiſt His MaJzsry i in any kind 1155 the Re- 
covery of His Rights. For had they ited that, they would 
never have ſuffered à War at Homie to the Ruin of their Coun- 
try, having Power enough (all Intereſts being joined) to have 
either timely invaded England, or at leaſt to have had ano- 
ther Army ready to have made a Diverſion, and given Coun- 
tenance to the oppreſſed People in England to have riſen; the 
Fear of whoſe Power, whereby they apprehended the King 
might have obtained His lawful Authority, hath 22 556 brough h 
this Ruin upon them. 
_ Laftly, For the King's Condon, it cannot otherwiſe be 
looks on by all Loyal Subjects than moſt ſad and dangerous; 
eſpecially the only Remedy He had left by an Union with 
this Party proving ſo ineffectual to His juſt Ends. For to 
out of the Kingdom He cannot, neither with Honour'or #5 - 
ty; and ſtill to govern Himſelf by thoſe Counſels, He does 
thei Bufineſs and not His own : To diſtruſt them: He gives 
them Opportunity to betray Him; to leave them and ſer up for 
Himſelf, He has none about Him that date or will adviſe Him 
to it: And ſhould He do it, many of thoſe now in Power 
would certainly ſubmit to Cromwell, and probably deliver up 
the Caſtles of Edenborough and Sterling, and therein moſt of 
the Ammunition Arms and Treaſure of the Kingdom; ſo 
that how His Mansrr ſhall ”= out of theſe Labyrinths God 
only dg es. 

H is outwardly ſerved aid waited on with all fitting Ce 
remonies due to a King, but in His Liberty not much above a 
Priſoner; Centinels being every Night ſet about His Lodging, 
few daring to ſpeak freely or privately to Him, and Spies ſet 
on His Words and Actions. His Bedchamber 15 not free to 
* Himſelf; the Miniſters almoſt daily thruſting in upon Him 
| toccatechiſe and inſtruct Him, and I believe to exact Repeti- 

tions from Him: In a word, He knows nothing of their Coun- 
ſels, either Military or Civil, but what they pleafe to com- 
municate to Him. To conclude therefore, except theſe Men 
change their Principles, or that God wy Hrs Majesry' other 
Friends, He ſhall at the beſt be but the Shadow of a King, 
without Power or Authority to defend Himſelf or protect 22

The enſuing Narrative was formed partly by my un 


Obſervations, and the Accoum given me by Doctor 
Frazer, Mr. Seymour, Mr. Progers and others. 


| AVING thus concluded, I was reſolved to have ſaid 
I no more at this time, but to have expected the iſſue of 
the Reſults of the late Committee at Sterling, had there not 
an unexpected Action intervened, the Conſequence of which, 
had it been purſued, could not but have been of extraordinary 

Honour and Advantage to His MajEs TY, and I pray God the 
failing prove not to the contrary. And therefore, before I 

give an Account of the matter of Fact, it will be neceſſary to 
look back, and ſeriouſly conſider all the Actions and Procee- 

dings of the ruling Party ſince His MAIESTV's Conjunction with 
them, in relation to Himſelf; their malitious Proſecution of 
all His Friends, and violent Oppoſition of any Conjunction 
with the Engagers; together with the Impoſſibility of freeing 
their Country from the common Enemy, without an Union 

with that Party; with the more than probable Circumſtances 
of the Diſaffection of ſome of the Committee and chief Offi- 

. cers of the Army to His MaJzsTy's Perſon, Family, and Go- 
vernment; and diſcourſe of their holding Intelligence with 
Crommell: And then all the World may judge whether His 
MajzsTyY were not obliged: in Juſtice to Himſelf and His 
People to endeavour to get out of their Power, and upon His 
own Intereſt with far the major Part of the Nobility, Gentry 
and People of Scotland to oppoſe the Advance of Cromwell, and 
to attempt the Recovery 1 His Rights in England. In order 
whereunto, whether the Deſign came fitſt from His MajzsTY 
to ſome of the prime Nobility, or whether it was by them of.

to the Earl of Strafford could not but confeſs it. 1 ſhall lay 
nothing of the Earl of Strafford's Defence, it not being pert: 
nent to this Diſcourſe, but only this, that the great ſhare he 
had in his Maſter's Favour and his too great Parts and Abilities 
to oppoſe their Deſi igns, haſtned his Ruin: As for his Trea- 
| ſons, they were of fo nice and conſtructive a Nature, no Man 
in Authority ſince, even to a Petty-Conſtable, but has com- 
mitted greater. Aſterwards the Commons prepared a Bill of 
Attainder againſt him, and paſſed it; ſo did the Lords, where 
I believe this Earl was not preſent; I am ſure his Son the Lord 
Mowbray now Earl of Arundel gave his Negative. Laſtly, the 
King overcome with Importunity, and poſſibly apprehending 
the Diſorder of the People, was induced to ſign it; and there- 
upon gave Commiſſion to this Earl and to the Earl of Man- 
cheſter Lord Privy Seal to give his Royal Aſſent to this Bill of 
Attainder, and together with it, to that againſt diſſolving the 
Parliament without the Conſent of the Lords and Commons. 
Theſe were the laſt Actions of State this great and noble Pef- 
ſon was intereſſed in; for the firſt of which (notwithſtanding 
his Equality in the Management) he was in ſome diſopinion 
with the King; which together with the Fatability he ſaw hang- 
ing over the Nation, made him willingly reſign his Staff of 
Steward of the Houſhold, and to reſolve to travel: His La- 
dy took the ſame Reſolution, and a fair and honourable Op- 
portunity preſently was offered. For the Queen-Mother of 
France having been in England about two Years, was at this 
time upon the matter forced away, the Care of Her conducting 
do the Sea - ſide and waiting on Her over was committed to the 
Earl, which he did in Fuly 164 .

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Sir Henry Spelman, Mt. Camden, Mr. Selden, and the like; He 
was a great Maſter of Order and Ceremony, and knew and 
kept greater Diſtance towards his Sovereign than any Perſon 
| ever obſerved, and expected no leſs from his inferiours; often 
complaining that the too great Affability of the King, and the 
French Garb of the Court would bring MaJzsTr into Con- 
tempt. In Council he was grave and ſuccinct, rather diſcharg- 
ing his Conſcience and Honour than complying with particu- 
lar Intereſts, and ſo was never at the Head of Buſineſs or prin- 
cipal in Favour; contenting himſelf to be as it were the Sup- 
porter of ancient Nobility and Gentry, and to interpoſe in 
their Behalfs. Witneſs the Care he had in the Education of 
the now Earl of Oxford and the young Lord Stafford; in his 
own Houſe together with his Grandchildren. Yet wanted he 
not a Share of the Royal Favours, as may appear by the ma- 
ny Employments he had under King James and the late King, 
the firſt of which I believe loved him more, and the laſt had 
him in greater Veneration and Regard (though not in intimacy 
of Fayour) he being a Perſon by Years, Quality and Parts, of 
an auſtere Diſpoſition, and not ſo complacent as other Perſons 
that had more of Ends. He was the greateſt Favourer of Arts, 
eſpecially Painting, Sculpture, Deſigns, Carving, Building and 
the like, that this Age hath produced; his Collection of De- 
ſigns being more than of any Perſon living, and his Statues 
caqual in Number, Value and Antiquity to thoſe in the Houſes 
of moſt Princes; to gain which, he had Perſons many Tears 
employed both in Italy, Greece, and ſo generally in any part of 
Europe where Rarities were to be had. His Paintings likewiſe 
were numerous and of the moſt excellent Maſters, having 
more of that equiſite Painter Hans Holber than are in the 
World beſides. And he had the Honour to be the firſt Perſon 
of Quality that ſet a Value on them in our Nation; and ſo the 
firſt Perſon that brought in Uniformity in Building, and was 
chief Commiſſioner to ſee it performed in London, which ſince 
that time has added exceedingly to the Beauty of that City. 
He was Iikewiſe ſumptuous in his Plate and Houſholdſtuff,, and 
full of State and Magnificence in his Entertainments, eſpecially 
of Strangers, and at his Table very free and pleaſant. He was 
a Perſon of great and univerſal Civility, but yet with that Re- 
ſtriction as that it forbad any to be bold or ſawey with him; 
though with thoſe whom he affected, which were Lovers of 
State, Nobility and curious Arts, he was very free and con- 
verſible; but they being but few, the Stream of the times be- 
ing otherwiſe, he had not many Confidents or * ;

Perſons both burthenſome and dangerous. He was not popu- 


lar at all, nor cared for it, as loving better by a juſt Hand than 
Flattery to let the common People to know their Diſtance 
and due Obſerhance.

or Council, eſpecially not of the French or Puritan. He was 


free from Covetouſneſs, and ſo much above a Bribe or Gratu- 
ity (for Favours done) as no Perſon ever durſt tempt him with 
one. He was in Religion no Bigot or Puritan, and profeſſed 


more to affect moral Vertues than nice Geo and Contro- 


verſies. He was moſt faithful and affectionate to his Lady, 
indulgent to his Children, and more to his Grandchildren. 
His Recreations were i with them, and care of their 
Education, overlooking his rare Collections, and (when not 


diverted by Buſineſs) plea! ng himſelf in Reken to the 


Country. If he were defective in any thing, it was that he could 


not bring his Mind to his Fortune; which though great, was 


far too little for the Vaſtneſs of his noble Def igns; but it is 


pardonable, they bein only for the Glory and Ornament of 
his Country. To 8 3 he would have appeared far more 


eminent had the times he lived in been more conſonant to 


his Diſpoſition. However as they were, he muſt by all wiſe 
and noble Perſons be lookt upon as the greateſt Aſſertor of the 


Splendor and Greatneſs of the Crown, and the ancient Honour 


of the Nobility and Gentry that ved in his time, and as the 
laſt great and excellent Perſon that our Age of Peace hatl 
bred.

tributed. So as now having a fair Pretence, they failed not to 
make uſe of it; and fo after many Commifſions and Meſſages 
between the King and them, a Wat enſued. | But before 1 
ſay any thing upon it, I muſt acquaint you that you miſrepor- 
ted it, in ſaying that in this Book (hs you remember) the 
Communion was but in one lind; the only Difference being this, 
that in the Adminiſtration the words after the pronouncing the 
Body, &c.

That mobi of the Nobility attended the King in this Expedition 
with great VUnwillingneſs, and the Common: Souldiers marched moſt 
umvillingly to this Service: That both Armies many Days accofied 
each other but nothing done, either Army being unwilling o at- 
% hun 3anlon ids nu onpant nog ad rogs 
THar you preciſely mention the beginning of this Expedi- 
tion, and give a true Character of that moſt noble Perſon then 
General, is moſt certain; and tis as true that my ſelf then at · 
tending on the General as his Secretary can as well obſerve to 
you, where you have miſinterpreted or miſtaken the Actions of 
that time. For firſt, all the Nobility except ſome falſe Conrti- 
ers and two. ſchiſmatical Lords attended His M ajJzs TY with 
great Cheartulneſs, and the common Souldiers and their Of- 
ficers marched with much Courage and Reſolution. That no 
Action was performed, lies not upon the King, General, nor 
the Earl of Eſſex then Lieutenant General; but on the Trea- 
chery of ſome and Miſcarriage of others. At length the Score 
humbly petitioning, a Treaty enſued.

juſtifie their Actions. Whereas the Engliſh had' they not been 
taught by them, and by their invading England: neceflitated 
the King to call a Parliament; and then by Degrees and their 
Aſſiſtance been encouraged, never would nor durſt have be- 
gun and acted as they have done. 80 as truly from this fa- 
ious Nobility the Riſe of our Miſery: begun; and yet we 
have lived to ſee them puniſhed: land deftroyed by that Power 
they firſt ſupported. Beſides, a numerous Nobilility is more 
dangerous there than in Ex gland, for they have much more 
power over their Tenants, who are little better than Slaves, 
and have many Kindred and Followers; and the encreafing 
of them from Gentlemen of Families, rather augments this 
Dependency than ue. For every one by Nature ſtrives 
as he is like in Dignity, fo to be no leſs in Power than 
his Neighbour. Whereas on/ the contrary, when they were 
but few, though powerful, one great Man would endeavour 
chat another might not overtop him, or at leaſt vduld 
fide againſt him. But to remedy it is I fear not practicable; 
and I can fay no more, but that time, and His MAJz9ry's

other Reaſons have with great eaſe: gotten them there; ſo as 
there is hardly a Town of note, much leſs a County, but 
hat h ſome : Earl, Viſcount or Baron of it. This, beſides the 
Confideration of their Influence in Parliament (that Kingdom 
being goyerned by the ſame Laws with England) had a double 
Inconvenence; for it diſcontented the Natives to have Stran- 
gers (even with the Appellations of their Inheritances) advan- 
 ced and themſelves not, and troubled the Nobility and Gen- 
try of England to have their interiors and equals in all Aſſem- 
blies to have place before them; according to their Degrees 
every Iriſh Earl or Viſcount; "om but of yeſterdays Gen- 
try and Creation preceding the old Baronage and ancient Fa- 
milies of England. And theſe were ſo multiplied as that an Act 
of Parliament was paſs'd by the late Earl of Strafford Lieutenant 
of that Kingdom, . inhibiting the fitting of ſuch Exgliſh, ot 
giving. their, Proxies in Parliament, except they had Eſtates in 
that Kingdom of the value by that Act provided. Again, if 
it be duly weighed, many of thoſe new Noblemen have acted 
againſt the King, either for the Iriſh or Engliſh Rebels, and 
oe Families have been moſt faithful that have in all Ages 
been of Honour, Power and Greatneſs in that Kingdom. 
Fon concluſion of theſe Obſervations relating to the Major

. mitted of no overplus. 
Tuxx alſo the Commons took upon them to'be Judoes d in 
point of Doctrine, cenſuring Mr. Mountague for his Books; 
which it is a Queſtion whether any of them well underſtood : But 
admit they did, it is a greater Queſtion whether they were 
his compe tent Judges For I am ſure every one of the Com- 
mons had ſworn and acknowledged the King to be ſupreme 
| Head of the Church, and ſo His Majzsry and His legal De- 
"= - legates, and not the Commons ought to be proper Judges of 
7 Doctrine. Neither can it be admitted, as the Author affirms, 
that by the Artifice of his Court Friends he got into the King's 
Service. undiſcerned, except he was admitted and ſworn that or 
the next Day after his Commitment; for the Author ſays, that 
two Days after His MAIESTY / gi ßel to the Houſe, that He 
thought His Servants, (whercof Mr. Mountague was one ) 
_ -onoht to have as much Protection as the Servants of any ordinary 
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Axp that it may more clearly appear what Temper the 
Commons were of, and What 1 M 1 sT might expect 
limitting it to a Tear; whereas former Grants to His MAIESTVS 
Predeceſſors had paſſed for terin of Liſe. , TbeReaſans (the 
Author gives) being that immoderate / Rites) hach been ſet on 
the Cuſtoms, and therefote che Deſign was to reduce them to 
thoſe ſettled in Queen Marys time: However, at; greater Ar- 
gument can be made than this very: Act of the Cummons to 
evidence their Deſign of uſurping the Government, aiid undet- 
valuing their King; for was not His MAJEST vas fit to have 
His Impoſition upon Merchandize granted Hiih as any of His 
Royal Predeceſſors? and had He done any thing at that time 
to diſpleaſe them? nay had He not embraced and purſued thei 
Defigns of War for the Recovery of the Falatinate, and graci- 
ouſly anſwered their Petitions? And was it juſt; (admit the Im- 
poſitions were encreaſed) to reduce them to the Rates in Queen 
Mary's Reign, the Prices of all Merchandise being more than 
treble ſince that time? But it ſeems the limitting it to a Year, 
was either that they might fit and domineer ſo long, or if dit- 
ſolved, that His Majzsry might be forced to aſſemble them 
apain, and ſo be neceſſitated to admit them as Partners and 
Controllers of His Government; elſe He ſhould not have where 
withal to ſupport His Royal Dignity, or to protect His Sub- 
jects. So that it the firſt Act of their Diſreſpect he truly weigh- 
ed, it will appear to be the Baſis, on which they built moſt of 
their future Diſſoyalty; and that His MajzsTY (When He took 
that Impoſition afterwards without their Conſent) did no more 
than what in Juſtice He ought, and what in Reaſon they forced 
Him to do. And if the People were offended at it, they ought 
moſt juſtly to have laid the Blame on the factious Commons, 
and not on the King; for they could not but know, eſpecially 
all Merchants that paid the ſame, that the former King had it. 
So that the Queſtion now was, whether it ſhould be taken with 
or without Authority of Parliament, ſeeing ſuch Impolitions 
- ought neceſſarily; to be levied. And why then ought not the 
King to have had it formally granted to Him, as well as it was 
to any of His Predeceſſors; but it was then the Misfortune of 
that good King, and ſo ever after, that the factious upſtart Ring- 
leaders amongſt the Commons had more Credit with the Peo- 
ple, and were thought fitter to be truſted for their Good than 
the King, though His Inclination and Intereſt was ever to pre- 
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ſerve! His Subjects in Honour and Plenty, 7. 
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Ir is not umworthy Ob. Commons at their 
meeti ng again atOxford) brought no better Affections to HisMa- 
sr than tloſe they formerly had. For although His Majzsry 
ſentod to them His Wants for ſetting forth His Fleet; inſtead 
of a juſt and ſpeedy Compliance, they fell to their old Trick, 
the Cate of Religion, and preſented His Majzsry a long Peti- 
tion againſt the Papiſts; to which in three Days after (as the 
Author ſays) His Majzsry returned ſo planſible and ſatisfaStory 
an Anſwer as could be defired. The which it were to be wiſhed 
had been as well rendred in terminis as the Petition is; but yer 
it may be ſeen what Temper that Body was of, and how zealous | 
Proteſtants they were. One of their Remedies: (proper enough 
againſt Papiſts, but moſt deſtructive to the Church of England, 
whereof'they pretended themſelves to be the only true Sons,) 


Was, that for the Propagation of the Goſpel, ſuch able Minifters 


a had been formerly filenced may by fair intreaty of the Biſhops 


be reduced to the Service of the Church: Yet notwithſtanding 


this gratious Anſwer of His MajzsTv to their Petition, it ſeems 


that their Tempers were ſtill the ſame or worſe; for inſtead of 


letting themſelves to the thoughts of ſupplying His MajzsTY's 
preſſing Occaſions, they inſtantly fell into thoſe Diſtempers 


the Author excellently enumerates. Whereupon it is obvious to 
every unbiaſſed Reaſon, | that His MajzstY in Juſtice to Him- 


ſelf and His own Authority, could do no leſs than diſſolve them. 


For what had the Commons to do with the Deſign, or by whom 
managed? Or, how came the Duke of Buckingham ſo ſpeedi- 


Iy into their Diſgrace, having not a Year before been ſo high- 


iy in their Favour? And what Juſtice was it to diveſt him of 
his Employments, and to call him to account for publick Mo- 
neys, before any Charge or Accuſation was brought againſt 
him? Certainly theſe Proceedings will ſeem ſtrange to ſuc- 
ceeding Ages. But che Truth was (as I have been aſſured by 
ſuch as far in the Houle at this time, and knew Sir John El. 
tot well) that he, and ſo probably other Ringleaders in the 

Houſe, were not ſo countenanced and advanced by the Duke 
as they expected; and this cauſed them to engage others, un- 
pretence of the Publick, to ſacrifice their own private Re- 
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Tux Affairs of the Palatinate, as it ſeems, being the princi- 
pal Cauſe that induced a War with Spain; it tollowed that a 
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Fear my former Aſſertion may appear not to be ground- 
leſs, where tis ſaid, that the Commons grew mad with ſpiri- 
tual Pride as ſoon as they got the Power to examine Etrours 
in Religion, is again evident. For though His MajzsTr had 
in the precedent Parliament fully ſatisfied them therein, yet they 
reſume it again in this: Religion being (as the Author ſaith) 
their ſuperlative Care. And thereupon they eſtabliſh a Commit- 
tee to examine the Abuſes of His MajtsTY's Grace, which 
any Man might ſee reflected on His Majzsry, (who is truſted 
as well with Mercy as Juſtice.) But it ſeems, that factious Com- 
mittee held the firſt not proper for Him; elſe they would never 
have done fo inſolent an Act, as to ſearch the Signet-Office 
about a Letter that had been written to reprieve Jeſuits and 
Prieſts at Tork. And although this was an high Affront to the 
Ma7zsry of the King, who queſtionleſs in doing this Act, (if 
He did it) had then cauſe to ſhew His Mercy; yet therein 

the Contrivers had a farther aim, thereby ſtill to traduce His 
MaJzsrY as a Fayourer of Popery, and to bring Him into the 
Odium of factious People; and on the contrary to magnifie rhem- 
ſelves, and the abſolute Neceſſity of Parliaments, left Religion 
ſhould be deſtroyed. But if they had conſulted the Speech of 
Gamaliel in the fifth of the Acts, they would have found that 

Humane Policy is not ſo requiſite to preſerve Religion; for that 
Which is of God will ſtand: And if they had been true Sons 15

- rity and leſs F ear, And it was not unpittily ſaid of a Mem- 
ber of the Houſe of Commons in this or in the precedent Par- 
liament, that there were Ginns and Snares made to catch the 
Papiſts, but not ſo much as a Mouſe- trap for the Puritans; but 
this bis Conceit cauſed him to be turned out of the Houſe.

I muſt confeſs I am at a ſtand in reading this Petition, and 
know. not what to ſay; for it is evident that the Reaſons laid 
down therein are of great weight, and ſuch as if the King

Act, as this was, ſimply good and juſt in itſelf. 
I we look back and conſider all the Actions of this firſt 
Lear of His 'Majzsty's Reign, what can be found to give the 
Commons juſt or indeed any Cauſe to behave themſelves ſo 
inſolently as they did? Had not His MajzsTy complyed with 
their Deſires in beginning a War with Spain ? And though 
that Deſign proved unfortunate, it was God's Will, whereun- 
o the Commons Perverſeneſs contributed. Had not the. King 
ſecured their Fears, and ſatisfied their Zeal in point of Reli- 
gion What then could be the Cauſe of that inſolent ſeditious 
peech of Mr. Coke, and extravagant Queries of Dr. Turner, 
but that the Commons would like nothing the King did, whe- 
ther it flowed from their Advice or not, as all the precedent 
Acts had done?

. Is is evident by the Actions of the Commons at this time, 
that ambitious and inſolent Perſons: are never to be ſatisfied;

And yet 
for Retribution of ſo extraordinary a Grace, they immediately 
preſent His MajzsTyY with an impertinent Remonſtrance; moſt 
of the Abuſes complained: of therein, being either ſecured to 
them, or paſt help: Such as the Defeats at Rhee, and Rachel, 
and yet the Duke of Buckingham muſt needs be the Father of 
all theſe Miſcarriages. And it were to be wiſhed that the 
Author had here as particularly inſerted His MAJEST Vs An- 
{wer hereunto (which he ſays was a ſmart one) as well as the 
Remonſtrance; for thereby His MajzsTv's Government and 
Actions would have been as well vindicated as they are now 
expoſed to Cenſure, the Commons being only heard to ſpeak. 
And it ſeems: His MajzstTy had Juſtice on His fide, when it 
ſo ittitated them as they intended a Remonſtrance againſt 
Tonnage and Poundage; an Intention full of Inſolence and 
Malice.

Let on the contrary, the Commons moſt undutifully and inſo- 
lently ſhortly after; make a Remonſtrance of the pretended 
Grievances of the Kingdom; when if any ſuch were, they 
were paſt help, or ſecured by the Petition of Right; and be- 
cauſe the King was offended at it, and fully anſwered it, they 
fell on Him, remonſtrating againſt His taking of Tonnage and 
Poundage, which they had not touched upon in the precedent 
parliaments.

JEsrY's Expectation, in ſpeedy Supplies, or Inclination to op- 
poſe thoſe Rebels, and was thereupon unhappily diſſolved (be- 
cauſe ſome conclude had they ſate longer they would have been 
more tractable.) Howſoever, although the King's Neceſſities 
were great, (all His Treaſure being ſpent in levying and main- 
taining Armies that and the precedent Year) yet He was far from 
doing any Act of Tyranny or Oppreſſion, to raiſe Money for 
His neceſſary Supply, contenting Himſelf with what the free 
Benevolence of His Servants and faithful Subjects afforded Him. 

And yet in this Conjuncture, had He been of a violent and ſtir- 
ring Diſpoſition, neither of Which are Tyrannical, He might 
(and juſtly enough, Neceſſity requiring it) have taken other 
courſes for His Supply, having then two Armys in England

+ -Txvs much I have thought proper to ſay, by way of re- 


view. as naturally ariſing out of the Hiſtory, thereby to clear 
the late King from any the leaſt Diſpoſition to Tyranny or Op- 
preſſion of His Subjects. For during the ſixteen Years He had the 
Power to rule as King, it doth evidently appear that no Man 
ſuffered Death, but for tranſgreſſing ſome known Law, (nor 


was the number of Offenders many) no Man was illegally out. 
ed of his Poſſeſſions, or deprived of His Goods; no Impoſition 


was laid, but was warranted. by ancient Precedents, Practice, 


Honour and Defence of the Kingdom, (after the- firſt four 
Years that Parliaments interpoſed) never came to one Million 
of Money. Which Sum if we compare with what the belt of 
this King's Predeceſſors levied in that Space of time, will be 


found inconſiderable; but if with what the uſurping Parliamner 


and Army have in the like ſpace of time extorted and recei- 


ved to maintain their unjuſt Uſurpation, it will not be found 


to amount to the hundredth part, (to ſuch an height of Bon- 
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dage and oppreſſion hath the longing vanity for Parliaments 
brought the People.) But then add to this the Sea of Blood 
that theſe Men have ſwom through to gain their Ends, it will 
be found that in the three Kingdoms above 300000 Men have | 
loſt their Lives by the Sword, and other Accidents of this 
Rebellion; ſome thouſands have been put to death, by the 
pretended Hand of Juſtice, for aſſerting their Loyalty; and 
more then all, this good and gracious King hath been ignomi- 
niouſly brought to ſuffer on a Scaffold, and the Monarchical Go- 
vernment excluded, moſt of the Nobility and ancient Gentry of 
the three Kingdoms have been ruined and outed of all Authori- 
ty, the old Fundamental Laws have been ſubverted, and Re- 
ligion (by theſe eſtabliſhed) deſtroyed. And if we examine 
who have acted theſe horrid and unparalled Crimes and Chan- 
ges, it will be found, that the Commons whileſt they fate, 
and now the Army and Protector, are ſo far from 12 
them, as they glory to have been the Inſtruments thereof. 
Who therefore muſt be juſtly termed the ſole Cauſers of this 
King's Misfortunes, and the Tyrants and Uſurpers that both 
have long and ſtill do oppreſs the unhappy People of England!

ſeven Months; but ſince Yon, my Two Houſes of Parliament, have opened (as 
it ſeems to _ a fair Beginning to a happy Peace, I ſhall heartily apply my ſelf 
thereunto : And to that end, Iwill, as clearly and ſhortly as I may, ſet you down 
thoſe things which I conceive neceſſary to this Bleſſed Work ſo, that We toge- 
ther, may remove all Impediments that may hindet a happy Concluſion of this 
Treaty, which, with all cheerfulneſs, I embrace, — eee 

And to this wiſhed End, your ſelves hive laid moſt excellent Grounds: For, 
what can I reaſonably expect more, than to treat with Honour, Freedom, and 
Safety, upon ſuch Propoſitions as you have, or fhall preſent unto me, — f 
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I ſhall make to you? But withal remember, that it is the Definition, not Names 
of Things, which makes them rightly known ; and that without Means to per- 
form, no Propoſition can take effect. And truly, my- preſent Condition is ſuch, 
that I can no more Treat, than a Blind Man can judge of Colours, or, one run a 
Race who hath both his Feet faſt tied together: Wherefore my firſt neceſſary 
Demand is, > „„ FTF 
That ye would recall all ſuch Votes and Orders, by which People are frighted 
from Coming, Writing, or Speaking freely to me; Next, That ſuch Men of 
all Profeſſions, whom I ſhall ſend for, as of neceſſary uſe to me in this Treaty, 
may be admitted to wait upon me. In a word, That I may be in the ſame-ſtate 


of Freedom I was in, when I was laſt at Hampton- Court; and indeed, leſs cannot, 


in any reaſonable meaſure, make good thoſe Offers which you have made me by 
our Votes: For, how can I Treat with Honour, ſo long as People are terrified 
y Votes and Orders, to Come, Speak, or Write to me? And am I honourably 


Treated, ſo long as there are none about me (except a Barber, who now came 
with the Commiſlioners) that ever I named, to wait upon me, or with Freedom, 


until I may call fuelr unto me, of whoſe: Services I fhall have uſe in ſo great and 
difficult a Work? And for Safety, (I ſpeak not of my Perſon, having no appre- 
henſion that way) how can I judge to make a ſafe, well-grounded Peace, until I 
may know ( without diſguiſe ) the true preſent ſtate of all my Dominions, and 
particularly, of all thoſe whoſe Intereſts are neceſſarily concerned in the Peace of 


make, for the bringing of this Treaty to a happy End; which is, 


That I atone, or you and I jointly, do invite the Scots to ſend ſome Perſons au 
thorized by them, to treat upon ſuch. Propoſitions as they ſhall make: For certain- 


ly, the publick and neceſſary Intereſt they have in this great Settlement, is ſo clear- 
ly plain to all the World, that, I believe, no body will deny the neceſſity of their 
concurrence in this Treaty, in order to a durable Peace: Wherefore I will only 
ſay, That as I am King of. both Nations, ſo J will yield to none in either King- 
dom, tor being truly and zcalouſly affected for the Good and Honour of both ; 
my Reſolution being never to be partial for either, to the Prejudice of the other. 


Now as to the place, (becauſe I conceive it to be rather a Circumſtantial chan 


real Part of this Treaty, I ſhall not ſo much inſiſt upon it) I name Nemport in this 
Ile ; yet, the fervent Zeal I have, that a ſpeedy End be put to theſe unhappy 
Diſtractions, does force me earneſtly to deſire you to conſider, what a great loſs of 
time it will be to treat ſo far from the Body of my Two Houſes, when every ſmall 
Debate (of which, doubtleſs there will be many) muſt be tranſmitted to Meſtimin- 


ſter, before it be concluded: And really, I think (though to fome it may ſeem a 


Paradox) that Peoples Minds will be much more apt to ſettle, ſeeing me treat in 
or near London, than in this Iſle; becauſe, ſo long as I am here, it will never be 
believed by many, that I rcally am ſo free, as, before this Treaty begin, I expect 
to be: And ſo I leave and recommend this Point to your ſerious Confideration. 
And thus I have not only fully accepted of the Treaty, which you have pro- 
poſed to me, by your Votes of the Third of this Month, but alſo given it 
all the furtherance that lies in me, by demanding the neceſſary Means for the ef- 


fectual performance thereof; all which are ſo neceſſarily implied by, though not 


particularly mentioned in your Votes, as I can no ways doubt of your ready com- 
pliance with me herein, I have no more to ſay, but to conjure you by all that

But in this Your Majeſty hath not fully expreſs d Your ſelf, and therefore we hum- 
bly crave Your farther Anſwer to it.

an, and after them many others; that it was enrolled in the Cannon Law for 


| ſound and Catholick Doctrine, and publickly taught by learned Men; and adds, 


that all who have laboured in the Reformation of the Church for theſe 500 Years, 


have taught, that all Paſtors, be they intituled Biſhops or Prieſts, have equal Au- 


thority and Power by God's Word. The ſame way goeth Lymbard, Maſter of the 


Sentences and Father of the Schoolmen, who ſpeaking of Presbyters and Dea- 
cons, ſaith, the Primitive Church had theſe Orders only, and that we have the A- 
poſtles Precept for them alone. With him agree many of the moſt eminent 
in that kind, and generally all the Canoniſts. To theſe we may add Sixtus Se- 
nenſits, who teſtifies for himſelf and many others, and Caſſander, who was called 
by one of the German Emperots, as one of ſingular Ability and Integrity, to inform 
him, and reſolve his Conſcience in Queſtions of that nature; who ſaith it is agreed 


among all, that in the Apoſtles Times, there was no Difference between a Bi- 


ſhop and a Presbyter. 


For a Concluſion we add, that the Doctrine which we have here propounded 
to your Majeſty concerning the Identity of the Order of Biſhops and Presbyters, 


is no other than the Doctrine publiſhed by King Henry VIII. Auno Domini 1543. 
for all His Subjects to receive, ſeen and allowed by the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 


pou with the nether Houſe of Parliament, of theſe Two Orders only, (fo ſaith 


s Book) that is to ſay Prieſts and Deacons, the Scripture maketh expreſs men- 

tion, and how they were confirmed of the Apoſtles by Prayer and Impoſition of 
their Hands. By all which it ſeems evident, that the Order of Epiſcopacy as diſtinct 

from Presbyters is but an Eccleſiaſtical Inſtitution, and therefore not unalterable. 

5. Laſtly, We anſwer that that Epiſcopal Government, which at firſt obtain- 
cd in the Church, did really and ſubſtantially differ from the Epiſcopal Govern- 
ment which the Honourable Houſes of Parliament defire the Abolition of. The 
Biſhop of thofe Times was one preſiding in, and joining with the Presbytery of 
his Church, ruling with them, and not without them, either created and made 
by the Presbyters, chooſing out one among themſelves, as in Rome and Alexandria, 


or choſen by the Church, and confirmed by three or more of his Neighbours of 
like Dignity within the ſame Precinct. Leſſer Towns and Villages had and might 


have Biſhops in them, as well as populous and eminent Cities, until the Council 
of Sardis decreed, That Villages and ſmall Cities'ſhould have no Biſhops, leſt the 
Name and Authorify of a Biſhop might thereby come into contempt, but of one 


_ claiming as bis Due and Right of himſelf alone as a ſuperior Order or Degree. 


All Power abont Ordination of Presbyters and Deacons, and all Juriſdiftions, ei- 


ther to exerciſe himſelf or delegate to whom he will of the Laity or Clergy as 


they diſtinguiſh according to the Jugdment and Practice of theſe in our Times, we 
read not till in the later and corrupter Ages of the Church, _ | 

hy all which it appears that the prefent Hierarchy, the aboliſhing whereof is 
deſired by the Honourable Houſes, may accordingly: be aboliſhed, and yet poſſibly 


the Biſhop of thoſe Primitive Times might be, they are fo far different one from 


another.

In anſwer to that part of your Majeſty's Paper wherein you inquire whether 


our Saviour and his Apoſtles did fo leave the Church at liberty, as they might 
totally alter or change the Church Government at their Pleaſure, we humbly con- 


ceive that there are Subſtantials belonging to Church Government, ſuch as are ap- 


pointed by Chriſt and his Apoſtles, which ate not in the Churches Liberty to alter 
at pleaſure, but as for Archbiſhops, Biſhops, & c. we hope it will appear unto Your

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conclude with ſo much confidence, as if the Point were rendered moſt clear to the 
Judgment of moſt Men, both ancient and of later Times, that there is no ſuch 
Officer to be found in the Scriptures of the New Teſtament as a Biſhop, di- 
ſtint from a Presbyter; when, as His Majeſty, remembereth to have ſeen cited by 
ſuch Authors as He hath no reaſon to ſuſpect, both out of the ancient Fathers 
and Councils, and out of ſundry modern Writers, even of thoſe Reformed 
Churches that want Biſhops, great variety of Teſtimony to the contrary. . 


His Majeſty is not ſatisfied with your Anſwer concerning the Apoſtles Exerciſe 
of Epiſcopal Government, which you would put off, by referring it to their ex- 
traordinary Calling. Our Saviour himſelf, was the firſt and chief Apoſtle, and 
Biſhop of our Souls, ſent by the Father, and anointed by the Holy Ghoſt, to be 
both a Teacher and Governour of His Church: By that Miſſion He received Au- 
thority, and by His Unction Ability for theſe Works; which He performed in His 
own Perſon whilſt He lived on the Earth, before He left the World, that the 
Church might not want teaching and governing to the World's end: He choſe 
certain Perfons upon whom He conferred both theſe Powers, whereby they be- 
came alſo Apoſtles and Biſhops, by making them partakers both of His Miſſion, 
before His Aſcenſion, (as my Father ſent me, I ſend you.) and of His Unction ſhort- 
ly after His Aſcenſion, when He poured upon them the Holy Ghoſt at Pentecoſt. 
The Miſlion both for teaching and governing (at leaſt for the Subſtance of it) 
was ordinary, and to continue to the end of the World, (Mat. 28. 18, 20.) and 
therefore neceſſarily to deſcend, and be by them tranſmitted. to others, as their 
Subſtitutes or Succeſlors ; but the Unction whereby they were enabled to both Of- 
fices, or Functions, by the effuſion of the Holy Ghoſt, in ſuch a plenteous mea- 
ſure of Knowledge, Tongues, Miracles, Propheſyings, Healings, -infallibility.of 
Doctrine, diſcerning of Spirits, and ſuch like, was indeed extraordinary in them, 
and in ſome few others, (though in an inferiour meaſure) as God ſaw it needful 
for the planting of the Churches, and propagation, of the Goſpel inthoſe Primitive 
Times: And in this, which was indeed extraordinary in them, they were not 
neceſlarily to have Succeſſors. But it ſeemeth very unreaſonable to attribute the 
Exerciſe of that Power, whether of Teaching or Governing, to an extraordinary 
Calling; which being of neceſſary and continual uſe in the Church, muſt there- 
fore of neceſſity be the Work of a Function of ordinary and perpetual uſe.” There- 
fore the Acts of governing the Church, were no more, nor otherwiſe extraordi- 
nary in the Apoſtles, than the Acts of teaching the Church were; that is to ſay, 
both extraordinary for the manner of performance, in reſpe& of their more than 
ordinary Abilities for the ſame, and yet both ordinary for the Subſtance of the 
Offices themſelves, and the Works to be performed therein: And in theſe two 
ordinary Offices, their ordinary Succeſſors are Presbyters and Biſhops ; Presbyters 
qua Presbyters immediately ſucceed them in the Office of Teaching, and Biſhops 
_ qua Biſhops immediately in the Office of Governin 1 75

The inſtances of Timothy and Titus you likewiſe endeavour to avoid, by the 
pretenſion of an extraordinary Calling; but in this Anſwer, befides the inſuffi- 
. Dk = Bop -_ ciency. 
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ciency thereof, (if all that is ſaid therein could be proved) His Majeſty findeth ve- 
ry little ſatisfaction. Firſt, You ſay that Timothy and Titus were (by Office) Evan- 
geliſts, whereas of Titus the Scriptures no where imply any ſuch thing at all; 
and by your own Rule, your Authority without Scripture will beget (if that) but 
a human Faith; neither doth the Text clearly prove that Timothy was ſo. Se- 


condly, Setting aſide Mens Conjectures, (which can breed but a human Faith nei- 


ther) you cannot make it appear by any Text of Scriptute, that the Office of an 
Evangeliſt is ſuch as you have deſcribed it. The Work of an Evangeliſt, which 
St, Pan exhorteth Tiarothj to do, ſeemeth by the Context (2 Tim. 4. 2, 5.) to be 
nothing but diligence in preaching the Word, notwithſtanding all Impediments 
and Oppoſition. Thzrdly, That which you ſo confidently affirm, That Tra-orby 
and Titus acted as Evangeliſts, is not only denied, but clearly refuted by Scultetas, 


Gerrard, and others, yea, even with ſcorn rejected of late (as His Majeſty is in- 


formed) by ſome rigid Presbyterians, as Gilliſpee, Rotherford, &c And that which 


_ firmed by the conſentient Teſtimony of all Antiquity, (even Hierom himſelf having 
recorded it, that they were Biſhops, and that of St. Pauls Ordination) and ac- 


you fo confidently deny, that Timothy and Titus were rot is not only con- 


. knowledged by very many late Divines, but a. Catalogue alſo of 27 Biſhops of 


Epheſus, lineally ſucceeding from Timothy out of good Records, is vouched by 
Doctor Reynolds againſt Hart, and by other Writers. Fourthiy, You affirm, but 
upon very weak Proofs, that they were from Epheſus and Crete removed to other 
places; ſome that have exactly out of Scripture compared the Times and Order 
of the ſeveral Journies and Stations of Paul and Timothy, have demonſtrated the 
contrary concerning this Particular. Fifthiy, Whereas you day tis manifeſt from 
2 Tim. 4. 9. and Tit. 3. 12. that they were called away from thoſe places, it doth 


no more conclude that they were not Biſhops there, or that they might as well be 
called Biſhops of other Churehes, than it may be concluded from the attendance 
of the Divines of the Aſſembly at Weſtminſter, that they are no longer Parſons or 


Vicars of their ſeveral Pariſhes. * Laſtly, For the Poſtſcript of their Epiſtles, tho 
His Majeſty lay no great weight upon them, yet He holdeth them to be of great 


* Antiquity ;, and therefore ſuch as in a queſtion of Fact, where there appeareth no 


ſtrong evidence to weaken their belief, ought not to be ſlightly rejected. = 

Neither doth His Majeſty lay any weight at all upon the Allegory or Myſtery 
of the Denomination in the next Point, concerning the Angels of the Churches, 
as you miſtake in your Anſwer thereunto, wherein His Majeſty findeth as little ſa- 
tistaction as in the laſt Point before, The ſtrength of His Majeſty's inſtance lay 
in this, That by the Judgment of all ancient and the beſt modern Writers, and by 
many Probabilities in the Text it ſelf, the Angels of the ſeven Churches were Per- 
ſong ſingulares, and ſuch as had a Prelacy as well over Paſtors as People within 
their Churches, and that is, in a word, Biſhops ; and you bring nothing of mo- 


ment in your Anſwer to infirm this. You ſay truly, indeed, That thoſe Epiſtles 


were written in an Epiſtolary Stile, and ſo (as Letters to collective and repreſenta- 
tive Bodies uſe to be) directed to one, but intended to the Body; which, when 
you have proved, you are ſo far from weakning, that you rather ſtrengthen the 
Argument, to prove thoſe Angels to have been ſingle Perſons, As when His Ma- 
jeſty ſendeth a Meſſage to His Two Houſes, and directeth it to the Speaker of the 


Houſe of Peers, His intending it to the whole Houſe, doth not binder but 


that the Speaker, to whom it is directed, is one ſingle Perſon ſtill, Yet His Ma- 
jeſty cannot but obſerve in this, (as in ſome other Parts of your Anſwer) how 


willing you are verſars in generalibus, and how unwilling to ſpeak out, and to de- 


clare plainly and directly, what your Opinion is concerning thoſe Angels, who they 


were; whether they were, as the great Antagoniſt of Epiſcopacy, Salmaſius, very

Concerning the Ages ſucceeding the Apoſtles. 


Firſt, His Majeſty belie veth that although Faitli as it is an Aſſent unto Truth 
ſupernatural or of divine Revclation, reacheth no farther than the Scriptures, yer 
in Matters of Fact, human Teſtimony may beget a'Faith,' though human, yet 
certain and infallible , as by Credit of Hiſtories we have an infallible Faith that 
Ariſe was a Greck Philoſopher, and Cicero a Roman Orator.  * 
Secondly, The Darkneſs of thoſe Times in reſpect of the Hiſtory of the Church 
is a very ſtrong Argument for Epiſcopacy ; . which notwithſtanding the Dark- 
neſs of the Times hath found ſo full and clear a Proof by the unqueſtioned 
Catalogues, extant in ancient Writers of the Biſhops of ſundry famous Cities, 
as Jeruſalem, | Antioch, Alexandria, Rome, Epheſus, Gc. in a continued Suc- 
cellion from the Apoſtles, as ſcarce any other Matter of fact hath found the

Dirdly, ln Clements Teſtimony cited by you, His Majeſty conceiveth you make 
uſe of your old Fallaſy from the promiſcuous Uſe of the Words to infer the lu- 
diſtinction of the things; for who can doubt of Clement's Opinion, concerning the 
diſtin Offices of Biſhops and Presbyters, who either readeth his whole Epiſtle, 
or conſideroth that he himſelf was a Biſhop in that Senſe, even by the Confeſſion 
of Vedelius himſelf, a Man never yet ſuſpected to favour Biſhops, who ſaith that 
after the Death of Linus and Cletus, Clemens ſolus Vic nomen retinut, quia jam in- 
valutrat diſtinctio Epiſcopi & Presbyteri? And for Ignatius Epiſtles, though ſome of 
late out of their partial Diſaffection to Biſhops have endeavoured to diſcredit the 
whole Volume of them by all poſſible Means, without any regard either of In-

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genuity or Truth; yet ſundry of them are ſuch, as being atteſted by the Suffrages 
of Antiquity cannot with any Forehead be denied to be his, and there is ſcarce 
any of them which doth not give Teſtimony to the Prelacy of a Biſhop above a 
. Pgesbyter. Ignatius himſelf alſo was Biſhop of Autioch and a holy Martyr for the 

Faith of Chriſt. _ - r e 


3 Fourthly, You grant that not long after the Apoſiles Time Biſhops are found 


in the Writers of thoſe Times reported as in ſomè Superiority to Presbyters, but 
you might have added farther out of thoſe Writers (if you had pleaſed) that they 
were ſome of them, as James at Jeruſalem, Timothy at Epbeſus, Titus in Crete, 
Mark at Alexandria, Linus and Clemens at Rome, Policarpus at Smyrna, conſtituted 


and ordained Biſhops of thoſe Places by the Apoſtles themſelves, and all of them 


reputed Succeſſors to the Apoſtles in their Epiſcopal Office. And His Majeſty. pre- 
ſumeth, you could not be ignorant that all, or moſt of the Teſtimonies you re- 
cite of the ancient Fathers, Writers of the middle Ages, Schoolmen, and Canoniſts, 
and the Book publiſhed under King Henry VIII. do but either import the ptomiſcu-

As to that which you add, /aftly, concerning the Difference between Primitive 


Epiſcopacy, and the preſent Hierarchy, albeit His Majeſty doth not conceive that 


the Acceſſions or Additions granted by the Favour of His Royal Progenitors for 
the enlarging of the Power or Privileges of the Biſhops have made, 'or indeed 
can make the Government really and ſubſtantially to differ from what formerly 


it was, no more than Addition of Arms or Ornaments can make a Body really 


and ſubſtantially to differ fron it ſelf naked or diveſted of the ſame, nor can think 
it either neceſſary or yet expedient, that the Elections of Biſhops, and ſome other 

Circumſtantials touching their Perſons or Office ſhould be in all Reſpects the ſame 
under Chriſtian Princes, as it was when Chriſtians lived among Pagans, and un- 
der Perſecution; yet His Majeſty ſo far approveth of your Anſwer in that behalf, 
that he thinketh it well worthy the Studies and Endeavours of the Divines of 
both Opinions, laying aſide all Emulations and private Intereſts, to reduce Epiſ- 
copacy and Presbytery into ſuch a well-proportioned Form of Superiority and Su- 
bordination as may beſt reſemble the Apoſtolical and Primitive Times, ſo far forth 


as the different Condition of the Times, and the Exigents of all conſiderable Cir- 
cumſtances will admit, ſo as the Power of the Church Government in the particular 
of Ordination, which is meerly ſpiritual, may remain authoritative in the Biſhop, but 
that Power not to be exerciſed without the Concurrence or Aſſiſtance of his Preſ-' 
bytery; as Timothy was ordained by the Authority of St. Paul, 2 Tim. 1. 6. but 
with the Concurrence and Aſſiſtance of the Presbytery, 1 Tim. 4. 14. Other

Your Majeſty hath granted to eſtabliſh for three Years, doth ſet down the mat- 
ter of the Prayer which the Minifter is to obſerve, only Words and Expreſſions, 


and Enlargements upon that Subject are left to his Diſcretion, for the Exerciſe of 


his Gifts, ſo as the Subſtance of what he is to ſay, will be manifeſt unto Your 
jeſty. Yet give us leave to add farther, it can be no Objection againſt joining 


with a Miniſter in Prayer, not to know before hand the very Words that he will 
ſay; for then one muſt not hear any pray before Sermon, where every ſeveral 
Miniſter hath a ſeveral Form, and moſt vary (till according to occaſion. 

Upon the whole matter, we hope Your Majeſty after a more ſerious Conſidera- 


tion, will eafily diſcern the juſt Cauſe, which the Two Houſes of Parliament have 


to remain (as they do) unſatisfied, ſeeing Your Suſpenſion of Epiſcopal Covern- 


ment for three Years doth not meet with their Fears, nor can prevent the Incon- 


veniences

then, is wholly in Tour Majelty's: Choice, and unavoidable. by the Parliament, 
with whom if you will not agree before (which depends meerly upon Your Ma- 
jlty's will) no other Government can be ſet-up, and then this of Epiſcopacy re- 
turns, and that with ſo great a Power, as the Biſhop may chooſe if any Mini- 
{ters at /all ſhall: be made in the Church of England And thoſe that ſhall, to be 
at His Devotion, he having the negative Voice in Ordination; which we hum- 
bly conceive: the Scripture holds not forth to have been in that Biſhop, who is 
there mentioned in the Writings: of the Apoſtles; and conſequently, that which 
Tour Majeſty endeavours to preſerve, not to be the primitive Office of a Biſhop. | 
Then for the Lands, which Your Majeſty alledgeth to be fo heavily charged 
with Leaſes for Ninety Nine Yearsz we humbly ſay there is a Rent which you 
ſtill are pleaſed to reſerve to him, and the Re verſion after, thoſe Years elapſed, 


For firſt, that a Biſhog ſo qualified as Your; Majeſty expreſſeth ſhall riſe again 


o as the Propictor and Propriety ſhall continue as before, and will be apprehen- 
ded to be but a Door left open for the ſame Greatneſs and Pomp, with the Con- 


ſequences thereof to be readmitted upon the firſt Opportunity; which being, it will 
be impoſlible to free Men's Minds from Fears, and the Diſtempers which thoſe Fears 
will occafion. Beſides, it cannot be expected the Presbyterian Government ſhould 


be complied with, and exerciſed with either Profit or Comfort, to the Church in 


general, or to particular Perſons (whether the Covernours or the Governed) eve- 


ry Body ſeeing it to be ſo-ſhort lived, and moſt Men ſo apt to reſiſt Government, 


who will thereby be emboldned againſt this, ſo as it is much to be doubted, that 
what Your Majeſty hath. done (ſuppoſing it will quiet the preſent Diſtractions, 
and give way for calmer Debates afterwards). may rather be a Meaus of farther 
and greater Troubles, and put us at a larger Diftance from a Compoſure of the Buſi- 
neſs of the Church for the time to come than we are now. And therefore we hope 


Tour Majeſty will pardon our preſſing Von in this manner, and not think it un- 
reaſonable that the Houſes of Parliament do fo inſiſt upon theſe Particulars, which 


to them appear of ſo great Conſequence. The Intention is not as was ſaid before 
to offer Violence to Your Majeſty's Conſcience, but that You will pleaſe to recti- 


ſie it, by being better informed, that both Your ſelf and Your People may have

OR a final Anſwer to you, as to your Paper of the 17th of this Inſtant con- 
cerning the Church, and to your laſt Paper of the 2oth Inſtant ; His Ma- 


zeſty ſaith, that He is well pleaſed with the Expreſſions both in the Preface and 


Concluſion of the ſaid laſt Paper, that His Two Houſes intend not to force, or 
offer Violence, but to inform and rectiſie His Conſcience, and therefore notwith- 
ſtanding the neceſſity which is urged upon him through your whole Paper for 


his preſent Conceſſions, BE aig otherwiſe might ſeem to contradict thoſe Expreſ- | 


fions which ſo well pleaſe His Majeſty) yet He hopes His enſuing Anſwers will 

ſatisfie His Two Houſes, fince He is thereunto enforced by His Conſcience, which 

fully concurs with the Senſe of all other Parliaments (but this) ſince the Refor-

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38 Fir, As for the Abolition of Epiſcopacy, if what you deſire of His Majeſty 


would not (being granted) abſolutely remove, oy aboliſh the Exerciſe of the 
Apoſtolical Biſhop, this Point would be ſoon agreed betwixt His Majeſty and His 
Two Houſes ; for all the Additional Power and Juriſdiction which His Maje- 
ſty's Predeceſſors have beſtowed upon that Apoſtolical Function, he hath conſent- 
ed (hall be taken away, as Archbiſhops, Deans, Chapters, ec. leaving nothing 
but what (as His Majeſty believes to have proved by His Papers to Your Divines) 
was clearly inſtituted by the Apoſtles themſelves ; and if he ſhould give way to 
remove all Eccleſiaſtical Functions, which by Law are exerciſed by that Rule, even 
the Presbyters themſelves might be taken away; for queſtionleſs the civil Sancti- 
on gives the legal acting Power to all divine Inſtitutions, otherwiſe the Chriſtian 
Clergy would now be in little better Caſe than they were before they were Chri- 
ſtians. As for thoſe Apoſtolical Practices which have, or may (for the avoidance 
of greater Evils) be altered, His Majeſty denys not that Circumſtances may 
change the Nature of Moral Actions, and may perhaps make that which is a 
Fault at one Time (ſingly conſidered in it ſelf) become a Duty at another; yet 
if the Particulars now demanded be not fit to be done, or perhaps a Fault if done, 
His Majeſty conceives (the good end being the ſame on both ſides, to wit the 
Peace of the Kingdom) that the Conſideration of extraordinary Circumſtances 
ought rather in this Cafe to have a powerful Operation with His Two Houſes to 
recede from their Demands (which cannot be thonght a Fault in them) than to 
be made uſe of as an Argument to preſs His Majeſty to do a thing againſt His 
Conſcience, which appears to Him to be unlawful, fince the fame good End may 
as well be obtained by relaxing on the one fide, as by preſſing on the other. Be- 
ſides, His Majeſty conceives not this to be of that Number, it being not only a 
bare Practice, but an Inſtitution for continual uſe in the Church , 
Secondly, As for the Sale of Biſhops Lands, His Majeſty conceives that Pre- 
cedents in caſes of Conſcience cannot ſatisſie, they only proving that ſuch things 
were done, not the Lawfulneſs of them.

Upon the whole matter, His Majeſty hopes, that His Two Houſes after a more 
ſerious Conſideration of theſe and His former Reaſons will clearly diſcern that 
they are not pretended, but real points of Conſcience, upon which He now ſticks, 
and ſince by the Suſpenſion of 4 inp for three Years, His Majeſty hath fully 
for that time granted His Two Houſes Deſires, ſince He hath reduced the Office 
of a Biſhop, not only to the Apoſtolical Inſtitution (which you ſay is not deſired 
to be removed) but likewiſe taken away all thoſe additional Powers and Juriſdi-
